Ap p les are so common and so gen­ 
erally found In any market that we are 
ap t to slight and untier- 
value them. There Is no 
more temp ting garnish 
for a luncheon dish or 
for dinner than a rosy- 
cheeked stewed or baked 
ap p le on the dinner p late 
with the roast.

Apples are so common and so gen­ 
erally found in any market that we are 
apt to slight and under­ 
value them. 
There is no 
more

o f baking powder into two cupfuls of 
flour; mix aU together, beat well and 
add one-fourth of a pound of chopped 
dates. Bake in gem pans in a moderate 
oven. 
Fish Hash.— Put hot. salted, cooked 
potatoes through a ricer, -nil one egg 
to a pint of the potables, two table­ 
spoonfuls of bulter and sad and pepper 
to season. 
Beat well and add an equal 
quantity of flaked tub. 
Fry in bacon
